8 in Anne Arundel County; providing that the licensing program, if enacted, may
9 impose a fee for the license in an amount not to exceed the county's cost to

13 ordlnance that imposes afee under thls Act on an appllcant that isaqudified

8 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
9 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

13 vehicle, aperson may not sand in aroadway to solicit aride, employment, or
14 business from the occupant of any vehicle.

15 (b) A person may not stand on or near a highway to solicit any other person to
16 watch or guard any vehicle whileit is parked or about to be parked on a highway.

17 (© In Charles County, Harford County, and Washington County, a person may
18 not stand in aroadway, median divider, or intersection to solicit money or donations of
19 any kind from the occupant of a vehicle.

29 DONATIONS ON ROADWAYS, MEDIAN DIVIDERS, OR INTERSECTIONSIN THE COUNTY
30 FROM THE OCCUPANTS OF VEHICLES.
